At 
least two thousand of those houses will 
have to be put up in this city if living con- 
ditions are to be made reasonably safe. 

Edmonton was uncomfortably crowded 
before the war started. In wartime the 
crowding has become a positive menace 
Despite efficient fire-fighting and health- 
protecting depariments, it has been singu- 
lar good fortune that the city has not been 
swept by fires o1 epidemics which the 
over-crowded conditions would have made 
deadly 

Now that summer is here, heating 
equipment out of use and peopie able to get 


out doors freely, these dangers are less 
than they were a few weeks ago. But 
winter will close again in six. months 


Everything possible must be done in the 
meantime to avoid congestion then being as 
serious as it was last winter and during 
four preceding winters. 

Already materials for building are 
somewhat more plentiful, or less scarce, 
than they have been. It is to be hoped the 
rate of increase can be stepped up quickly, 
and that men can‘be found to translate all 
the available materials into houses. Pre- 
ferably of course permanent houses. 

There will have to be a race against 
time if living conditions here are to be very 
much better in November than they were 
in March, for the population will be heavily 
increased as our men come home from the 


sea and from oversea.
